There are four sorts of Turkish 
carpets: sofralis, which have 
a rosace in the centre, to indi- 
cate where the table (sofra) is 
to be placed ; siralis, which are

Cookery wy Howestic Hints. 


Puppines vor THE Montru.—May brings with it a few 
additions to our tablo, if only in the form of green fruit, and 
thus carly in the season we are more than ordinarily dis- 
posed to be thankful for small mercies. The following solected 
receipts many of our readers may like to try :— 

Vine-leaf Fritters.—Gather some of the smallest vine leaves 
you can get ; cut off the stalks, and lay them to soak in a little 
French brandy, rasped lemon-peel, and sugar. Then make a 
batter with flour, water, and the white of egg; drop a small 
portion here and there over the pan; lay a vine leaf upon cach ; 
try them very quick, and when dono strew sugar over them. 
Glaze them with a salamander, and serve with lemon-juice and 
sugar. 

ese Apricot Tart.—Tako your young green apricots before 
the stone is formed; lay them in a saucepan with plenty of 
sugar and water; simmer them gently until perfectly tender ; 
then take them up ; reduce the syrup in which they were boiled ; 
put them into a tart-dish lined with a rim of puif paste ; pour 
in the liquor; cover them with a top crust, and bake for forty 
minutes in a moderate oven, 

Green Currant Pudding.—Take tho currants, so soon as they 
aré large enough; pick them from their stalks; put them into 
a pudding basin lined with light suet crust; add plenty of 
sugar; cover them with a paste; and, if it is a pint pudding, 
boil it for two hours ; a larger size requires to be boilod longer. 
Serve as you would a gooseberry pudding. Many epicures pre- 
fer currants before they are ripe, on account of the greater sott- 
ness of tho pips, which, when eaten old, are very disagreeable. 

Spinach Pudding.—Take half a gallon of spinach, very well 
washed and picked ; put it into a saucepan with a teaspoonful 
of salt; when it is tender enough turn it into a sieve to drain. 
Then chopiit up fine and mix it with a quarter of a pound of 
butter, melted; a little nutmeg, a quarter of a pound of sugar, 
half a pint of cream, the yolks of six eggs and the whites of 
four, and a quarter of a pound of fine bread crumbs. Mix all 
well together; put it into a saucepan again, and continuo 
stirring it until it thickens. Then wet and flour your cloth, tie 
your pudding in it, put it into boiling wator, and let it boil 
an hour, When done turn it into a dish, pour melted butter 
over it, and add the juice of a Seville orange. If preferred, you 
can put it into a tart-dish edged with a rim of crust, and 
bake it. : 
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Pomapes For THE Hair.—The author of * Warno’s Model 
Cookery and Housekeeping Book” recommends the following :— 

Castor Oil Pomade for the Hair.—Four ounces of castor oil, 
two ounces of prepared lard, two drachms of, white wax, 
essence of jessamine or otto of rose. Melt the fats together, 
and when well mixed and becoming cool, add whatever scent 
you prefer, and stir it continually till cold. Lhen put it into 
pots or bottles for use. 

Another Pomade.—Half a pound of hog's lard, a wineglass 
of rose water, a teaspoonful of ammonia, scented with jessa- 
mine or any other scent that you may prefer, Mix all well 
together, and put it into pots or glass bottles. 


Denicacies ror THR Breaxrasr Tante.—The following 
receipts of delicacies most commonly served for family break- 
fasts, selected from ‘‘'The Breakfaet Book,’’ may prove useful 
to many :— 


Anchovies,—Some housekeepers send these to table either 
simply in tho jars in which they were imported, or merely laid 
out in a dish, without the slightost attempt at decoration or good 
arrangement. Properly, they should be treated as follows :— 
Take six or eight pickled anchovies, wash them in vinegar and 
water, bone them, and cut the flesh in neat slices; dispose them 
prettily in a dish, with a garnish, of the chopped hard-boiled 
yolks and whites of eggs, kept separately, a little parsley or 
chervil, and a few capers. Sprinkle with olive oil, and gorve. 

Anchovy Sandwiches and Canapés. —Cut some very thin slices 
of bread and butter, trim them properly, lay between them some 
slices of boned anchovies cut as thin as possible, season them 
with pepper and a little lemon-juice. 

For canapes proceed thus: chop together a small quantity of 
picklod gherkins, capers, shallots, and herbs, add a little vinegar, 
oil and coarse pepper, Cut some slices of bread and vive them 
what forms you please, either that of lozenges, stars, ortriangles; 
fry them in olive oil till well browned, spread upon them the 
above-mentioned seasoning, and decorate them with very thin 
slices of Gorgona anchovies, interspersed with hard-boiled eggs, 
chopped very fine. Sprinkle over with oil, and serve. 

Anchovy Toast.—F ry some thin slices of bread in fresh buttor : 
when they are nicely browned place them ina dish, lay upon 
them some slices of anchovy cut exccedingly thin, add some 
coarse pepper, and a sprinkling of salad oil. 

Tn our next number we will give other receipts for breakfast 
delicacies, 

Disuers with Wuire or Koc.—Tho following recoipts, 
supplied by a correspondent, may be added to those given last 
week for the preparation of dishes requiring only the whites of 
eggs i— 

‘aledonian Cream.—T'wo ounces of raspberry jam or jelly, two 
ounces of red currant jelly, two ounces of sifted loaf sugar, and 
the whites of two eggs; put into a bowl, and beat with a 
spoon for three-quarters of an hour. ‘This makes a very 
pretty dish, 

Cream Cake.—The whites of three eggs, ono drop of essence 
of lemon, and as much powdered sugar as will thicken it; 
whisk the whites to a dry froth, then add the powdered sugar, 
a teaspoonful at a time, till the egg is as thick as very thick 
batter. Wet a sheet of white paper, place it on a tin, and drop 
the egg and sugar on it in lumps about the shape and size of a 
walnut. Set them in a cool oven, and as soon as the sugar is 
hardened take them out. With a broad-bladed knife take 
them off the paper, place the flat parts of two togethor, and put 
them on a sieve in a vory cool oven to dry. 

Biscutrs ror Invairps.—~Plain biscuits, formed of undressed 
wheat meal and water, well made, and carefully baked, are, it 
is thought by some persons, the most wholesome kind of bread, 
and may be kept in tin canisters for @ considerable time without 
injury. Those who find the biscuits too hard and tenacions, 
may add a little arrowroot, ground rice, &c., to the meal, as 
above directed. Dyspeptics are frequently able to digest this 
kind of bread with ease when fermented bread disagrees with 
them, owing probably to the renewal of the fermentative pro. 
coss in the stomach. Next to plain biscuits, thin slices of loaf- 
bread, well toasted, will generally be found the most digestible. 
The toast should be crisp, of a light-brown colour, and never 
buttered while hot. Swect butter applied to biscuit, or cold 
toast, will seldom cause inconvenience to the digestive organs,

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‘AG the present moment, when tho use of gold and silver 

isso much favoured in embroidering articles of church 
furniture, and by the trade for garnishing the toilette, a 
few words about the fancy work of days gone by may not 
be without interest to our readers. 

The gold and silver employed in needlework, and the 
work performed by ladies amongst the ancients, which 
comprised spinning and weaving, as well as embroidery, 
was entirely different from thatin use amongst us. In- 
stead of employing a gilt wire like “lengthened sweetness 
long drawn out” and twisted as a thin yoneer over a 
silken or cotton cord, they employed the pure metal. 
From the earliest ages it appears to hayo been so used, 
Tho gold was beaten to a thin plate, divided into slips, 
~ rounded with a hammer, and filed to form threads or wire. 
In Bxodus the modo of working it is described:—‘* Thoy did 
beat the gold into thin plates and cut it into wires, and 
work it in the blue, and in the purple, and in the scarlet, 
and in the fine linen and cunning work.” 

The invention of embroidering with gold is ascribed to 
Attilus, King of Pergamus, but incorrectly, for it was 
known several centuries before he reigned. 

The manner of making linen amongst tho Romans was 
always to streak it with threads of gold; a remnant of 
which fashion may be found amongst the Moors, whose 
bernouses and other articles for the toilette are now 
familiar objects in London, and always conspicuous for 
the presenco of the metallic and glittering stripe. 
Indians also are partial to'the introduction of gold threads, 
and many of their beautiful shawls and scarfs aro stiff 
with such embroidery. But to return to the ancients— 
and the origin of gold needlework. 

Records tell us that Agrippina wore a robe of gold thread 
with linen or woollen ground, The tunic of Heliogabalus, 


described by Lampridius, and that of Tarquinas, mentioned. | 


by Verrius, wero equally rich in embroidery; and a 
mantle of such a kind was taken from the statue of 
Jupiter by the Emperor Dionysius. The corslot of Ancesis, 
mentioned by Heliogabalus, was covered with figures of 
animals and gold in needlework. 

Some remains of wire-work, though but few, have been 
discovered ; and it is supposed the Egyptians used it. 
But it was gold thread that was both woven into and used 
to embroider upon their linen and woollen fabrics. 

Gold thread was composed entirely of puro metal to the 
time of the last Roman emperors; and remains of such 
have been discovered in the ruins at Pompeii and Her- 
culaneum. 

King David in his immortal poems describes the dross 
of a bride ag ‘‘ raiment of needlework, clothing of wrought 

old.’ 

: The Kgyptians greatly excelled in the making of gold 
and silver threads for ornamental purposes, weaying it 
into their linen, and often also embroidering on cloths, &e., 
prepared with the same costly metals. In our taste in 
dress we are closely imitating the ancients at the present 
moment, though with less costly material. Their gauzes 
wrought with gold have faint copies in our gold lined 
tarlatans, and the heavy embroideries are simulated by the 
devices printed in gold ee such flimsy materials. Rich 
silken materials are still frequently hand embroidered 
with gold or silver twist. A specimen of a white gros grain 
silk manufactured some years sinco ospecially for a Court 
train for Her Gracious Majesty lies before us. It ig 
sprinkled over with chrysanthemums, of the natural sizo, 
placed single and woven in gold and silyor in satin stitch, 
Although no doubt made of the best materials, and 
kept from tho air, hitherto, it is already somewhat 
tarnished. 

The Hebrews learned from the Egyptians the art of 


embroidery, and we are told that gold was introduced in | 


the fine needlework of the Tabernacle, figures of Cherubim 
being wrought in scarlet, purple, and light blue, on- 
twined with gold. It appears that many of their chef 


d’cevres of church needlework were embroideries on fine | 


linen, in which the outline and tracery were entirely of 
gold beaten out thin, cut in strips and rounded, and tho 
rest completed by filling in with colours, of which scarlet, 
purple, and light blue appear to have been the favourites. 

The Rgyptian ladies are reported to have worn gay 
coloured print dresses, probably not unlike the eretonne 
chintzes in design, wrought all over with gold by hand- 
work in set devices. The matorial was not cotton, but 
linen of the vory finest. manufacture. Tho Queen also 
was thus clothed. Silk was not then known ; woollen 
pene were despised by many nations, and used only 

y their slaves. For such a warm climato as Ligypt they 
wore certainly unfit. Atan ago when the rich pile of velvet 
and tho porgeous stiffness of moird silks envelopes even 
our midd 8 class ladies, we may almost smile at the idea 
of Queens in such dresses, They were, however, rendered 
costly by the valuo of the pure gold about them, and the 
painstaking of the embroideress, who, to hor credit be it 
spoken, was the Royal lady herself. If it were necessary: 
in the present day for young ladies to work their own 
visiting robes, or even only their bridal dresses, perhaps 
we should have fewer listless maidens and idle wives 
amongst us. ; : 

To embroider delicate muslin handkerchiefs, scarfs, 
and veils with gold seems to have been a fashion of tho 
ancients, and tho sails of ships belonging to princes and 
kings were often exquisitely ornamented by such means, 
sometimes by the busy fingers of a mother, & sister, or 
Jidncée, or wite, sometimes by persons who gained a living 
by converting embroidery into a trade. 

Chairg aut ottomans in work of mingled wool, silk, 
and gold, were often the product of Alrica’s haughty 
ladies, and those pieces of necdlework, when completed, 
were mounted on stands of ebony and ivory, of sandal or 
cedar woods. Our readers may perhaps be surprised to 
hear that wool work ig of such antiquity, but neverthe- 
less it is so. Many details of ancient needlework havo 
been transmitted to us by Pliny, [omer mations that

The Roman toga, at first plain, was afterwards richly 


, embroidered with gold; and needlework, at one time, 


entered largely as an ornament of dress on the men’s 
clothing; gold was mixed with it for all who could 
afford the expense. In the latter days of the Empire the 
embroidery trade must have greatly flourished. 

The Asiatic King Attalus is said first to have invented 
cloth of gold. 

Gold embroideries and costumes were never more 
patronised than in the timo of Queon Elizabeth. 

After theintroduction of Christianity, as pomp and show 
crept into the Church, gold and silver wero in great de- 
mand for church tapestries and altar cloths, and other 
ornamental hangings for sacred edifices, These seem 
mostly to have been executed in raised work, 

Tapestries were often mingled with threads of gold, 
and some of these have been destroyed solely for the sake 
of the precious metal. 

In some of the ancient tapostries of the Abbey of La 
Chaise Dieu, woven of silk and wool, threads of gold and 
silk are woven throughout. In the audience-hall of 
Jeddo, in Persia, are hangings of tapestry wrought of the 
finest silk mingled with gold and pearls, H 

The Persians were long celebrated for their tapestries, 
composed of sillk and wool with gold mixed in them, but 
for want of encouragement the art is nearly lost. Many 
deeply regret the falling away in various countries of the 
artof tapestry. But wherefore? ‘Tapestries, so essential 
on the big, draughty stone walls of an ill-wurmed castle, 
carried on horseback from one palace to another by kings, 
are no longer needed in our present state of civilisation. 
Our comfortable houses, our registered stoves, our blazing 
fires, the use of gas, the admission of light, the introduc- 
tion of wall papers, all combine to render tho expen- 
sive, gloomy, dust-holding, insect-infested tapestry, 
useless, Superannuated arts must die out. It is as 
idle to regret them, as it would bo to weep because 
the heroes of antiquity are buried in their graves, and we 
can never meet them in this world, at least, and satisfy 
our curiosity by gazing on their quaint and noble figures. 
The Moguls used to cover their furniture, walls, and 
floors with materials of silk and cotton, worked with gold, 
and even gems. 

The Turks and Georgians carry ona trade in om- 
broideries upon *the lightest gauze and cr¢pe, and also 


| upon morocco, and they appear to excel all other nations 
| in the art of working in this manner, for it is difficult to 


achieve without fraying the metallic thread, 

Many of the works of Queen Adelaide aro mingled with 
gold and silver threads, frequently sawn upon satin. 

Before concluding the subject of embroidery, although 
wo have chiofly referred to the use of gold threads, it may 
be interesting to mention that a favourite design for em- 
broidery with the Romans was the acanthus leaf, familiar 
to us on the Corinthian columiis of many of our build- 
ings. Tho muslin embroideries of Venice and Milan are 
celebrated, but too costly for much trade, The French and 
Germans are both skilful at the same style of needlework, 
but the Viennese, and especially the Saxons, bear the 
palm of excellence.

The plaintiff, Miss Mlen Rayner, kept 
a lodging-houso in Princes-street, Hanoyer-square, and 
the defendant, Dr Kochler, was a Polish gentleman, about 
seventy years of ago. In Sepia last the defendant 
and his family went to reside in the plaintiffs house, 
paying five guineas a week for their apartments, and 7s. 
a hoad per day for board, exclusive of wines, On Decem- 
ber 31 the defendant’s daughter was married to an officer 
in the Army, and the plaintiff was requosted to furnish the 
wedding breakfast, it being at tho samo time intimated 
to her that it was to be a sumptuous entertainment, 
* repardloss of cost.” The plaintiff obtained the bride- 
cake and all the eatables, which consisted of hot soups and 
entrees, cold entrées, turkey & la Perigord, roast chickens, 
mayonnaise, game pie, tongue, lobster salads, cold game, 
jellies, creams, pastry, &c., from Messrs, Gunter, and 
the champagne from a merchant in Oxford-strect, Twenty 
persons sat down to breakfast, and in the evening nine 
came to sup upon what was loft, and to drink the old yoar 
out and the new year in. It seemed, according to the 
opening statement of counsel, that the remains of tho feast 
were, not only enough for that purpose, but supplied a 
dinnor for twelve people next day, while tho scraps were 
packed up in hampers and sent to various membors of the 
defendant’s family. The plaintiff charged one guinea a 
head for the breakfast; £4 4s. for the bride-cake; £6 12s. 
for ices, pineapples, and grapes; £15 14s. for three dozen 
of champagne; £2 2s. for waiters; 10s. for their board; 
£8 8s. for the hire of different articles; and £10 for “wear 
and tear” and the trouble involved in the affair. Thero 
was also a chargo of £5 ds. for five carriages and pairs, 
with respect to which there was no dispute. As recarded 
other items, it was explained that, if there had not been a 
supper and afterwards a dinner, and then a distribution 
of the surplus viands, £21 would probably have covered 
the expense of the breakfast, The defence was that the 
plaintiff agreed to furnish the broakfast at £1 a head, and 
that if she had not done so tho charges were exorbitant, 
and that the sum paid into court was amply sufficient 
to pay for the entertainments and all tho incidental 
expenses, and leave the plaintiff a good margin of profit.

First row: 3 chain, miss 6 pearls, 1 d.c., 
2 ch., cross the braid, and one single stitch in 
the pearl opposite, this forms a vandyke, and 
if the stitch is mado on the right loop will 
leave seven pearls on the outside of each 
vandyke. Work 3 chain, miss 6 poarl, 1d. ¢, 
in the 7th, 2 chain, cross, 1 plain in the op- 
posite pearl, and repeat till sufficient length 
13 made, always taking care that you leaye 7 
pearls on the outside of each vandyko, 

Second row: 1 treble crochet on the third 
of the 7 pearl on tho first vandyko, miss 1 
pearl, 1 treble into the next, 4 chain, twist 
the cotton four times round the needle, and 
work off two at a time, as in a long stitch 
(this is a railway stitch of 4); 4 chain, another 
railway stitch, 4 chain, and repeat.

May has come in, and though for the first weok or two it may as 
likely as not be marked with rather boistorous weather, and even 
nocturnal frosts, yet it will bring with it the opportunity for 
plenty of outdoorgardening. May is generally a very busy month, 

ut the last two weeks are a specially active time, for the half- 
hardy and most of the tender annuals will then be ready to 
transplant to where they are to bloom, and the perennials and 
badding plants generally,will be mostly ready to get into position 
for their summer display. 

Tn the Flower Garden the borders should bo forked over and 
dressed, if not done already, Sow a succession of annuals, and 
sow tendor kinds in heat, Got carnations and picotees into 
their blooming pots, and be careful not to injure the Toots in 
shifting them, ‘This is the best season to plant rockeries, 

Ranunculuses,—Stir the surface of the ground, bruise the 
lumps, lay the soil close to the tubes and roots ; and ifthe weather 
be dry, give them a good soaking of water, enough to sink a 
few inches into the ground. : : 

Annuals (tender).—Prick out stocks, asters, lobelias, mari- 
golds, and other tender subjects, and keep them growing till 
planting-out time. Lei q : ; 

Roses should now be syringed, morning and evening, with a 
fine distributor, but with good force ; it will effectually prevent 
the green fly from taking and keeping possession; but if ne- 
glected, all the previous labour is in vain. ; Examino the buds

andif the worm has attacked a bud, removo it, for it cannot 
thon be of service. ; 

Thore are many other géneral operations that may be carried 
on with advantage at this season out-of-doors. Seedlings and 
cuttings which have been housed may be placed in the open 
air. Water with caution, however, for fear of frost, Never 
water plants without wetting them thoroughly ; @ mere damping 
of the top mould is always an injury. Sow annuals for succes- 
sion, Cuttings of roses may be made as the month advances, 
and planted two joints in a shady situation. Herbaceous plants 
of nearly every kind may now be propagated by cutting. ‘Thin 
out annuals in the borders by drawing up the weakest plants, 
which, if planted out in vacant spots, will make strong plants 
for late blooming. Nip off superabundant shoots of asters and 
luxurious herbaceous plants. Tie any young flower-stems that 
are likely hereafter to need support. Cut down flower-stems of 
any. plants which have flowered, and are becoming shabby. 

ndoors give plenty of air and water, as the plants are 
now. growing vigorously. Seeds that require heat at other 
times may be sown now in pans or boxea, and will soon come 
up if placed in windows where the sun shines daily for some 
hours, All flowering plants should be kept in a neat condition, 
and flower-stems removed the moment the blossoms get dingy. 
At the end of the month, plant out half-hardy plants for summer 
blooming in beds and borders. ; } 

Where a few plants only are kept, and these in the windows, 
little more need bo said than that they should be placed as near 

to the light as possible; and .if arranged in a double or treble 
row on a bench or table, care must be taken that the smallest 
aro placed next to the glass, and the largest further back, so 
that the whole may have as great a share of sunlight as can be 
obtained. ‘Chis is certainly the natural order in which to 
arrange plants ; but how often is it reversed, to the detriment of 
the flowers! - Plants should never be placed much below the 
lovel of the glass, but always’ so that the sun may shine on tho 
carthin the pots as well as on the plants. 

Amateurs in newly laying out their gardens are often at a 
loss to know what evergreens to select—shrubs that while deco- 
rative stall bo also tolerably hardy. ‘The following remarks by a 
well-known horticulturist on the Pernettya Mucronata may 
therofore prove useful to inquirers. This beautiful evergreen, 
borry-bearing shrub, he states, has been hitherto regarded as 
comparatively tender, and therefore unsuited for the decoration 
of the shrubbery, and, in fact, requiring either.to be grown 
under glass or have some sort of protection during winter when 
planted out. Thus itis stated that the species of Pornettya ‘ re- 
quire similar treatment tothe tenderer azaleasand rhododendrons,” 
by which it might be inferred that at least a coal greenhouse is 
needed for their culture. For many years past we have grown 
ull tho spectes of Pernettya in a very exposed situation on the 
north side of London, and have proved them to be thoroughly 
hardy, so hardy, indeed, that they survived unhurt the winter 
of 1860, in positions equally exposed with such subjects as 
Pinus insignis, Pampas grass, Arbutus Croomi, &c., which 
wero then killed tothe ground. We haveselected P. mucronata 
as espocially worthy the attention of thoso who collect and 
cultivato interesting shrubs, from having found it the most free 
in growth and tho most fruitfal of all the species near London, 
and therefore tho best for general purposes. When grown in 
good peat it has a most luxuriant and elegont habit, throwing 
owt long whip-like shoots covered with oyate, serrated, dark 
eroen glossy leaves, and soon forming a diffuso and spread- 
ing bush. In May it produces an abundance of epacris- 
liko flowers, white, drooping globose flowers, which aro 
succeeded by bunches of berries of tho size of peas, and 
which, when ripe, are of a beautiful purplish red colour, very 
bright and glossy, and which remain through all the winter, 
and are extremely ornamental. This and other species of 
Pernottya, as, for examble, P. angustifolia and pumila, which 
are of diffuse habits, and prostrate, which is well adapted for 
rock-work, will grow in good loam, especially if assisted at first 
with tho addition of a little peat or leaf-mould, but a cool poat- 
bod is fur preferable. P. speciosa is excoodingly neat in habit,
